necessary premium in respect of him to the Life Insurance 
Corporation of India. 


6. The employer shall arrange to enhance the benefits 
available to the employees under the Group Insurance Scheme 
appropriately if the benefits available to the employees imder 
the said scheme are enhanced so that the benefits available 
under the Group Insurance Scheme are more favourable tc 
the employees than the benefits admissible under the said 
scheme, 

7. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Group Inaur- 
anco Scheme, if on the death of an employee the amounts 
payable under the Scheme be less than the amount that 
would be payable had the employees b«n covered under the 
said Scheme, the employer shall pay the difference to the 
nominee(s)/legal heirfs) of the employee as compensation. 

8. No amendment of the provisions of the Group Insurance 
Scheme shall be made without the prior approval of the 
Regional Provident Fund Commissioner concerned and where 
any amendment is likely to effect adversely the interest of 
the employees, the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner 
shall before giving his approval, give a reasonable opportunity 
lo the employee to explain their point of view, 

9. Where for any reason, the employee of the said estab¬ 
lishment do not remain covered under the Group Insurance 
Scheme of the Life Insurance Corporation of India as already 
adopted by the said establishment, or the benefits to the 
employees under this Scheme are reduced in any manner, 
the exemption shall be liable to be cancelled, 

10. Where for any reason, the employer fails to pay the 
premium etc. within the due date, as fixed by the Life 
Insurance Corporation of India, and the policy is allowed 
to lapse, the exemption shall be liable to be cancelled, 
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11. In cttse of def.uilt, if uriy made by the employer in 
payment of premium the responsibility for payment of 
assurance benefits to the nominee(s)/legal helr(s) of deceased 
member who would liave been covered under the said Scheme 
bill for grant of Ibis exemption, shall be that of the employer. 

12. Upon tlie death of the member covered under the 
Group Insurance Scheme the Life Insurance Corporation of 
India shall ensure prompt payment of the sum assured to the 
nomlnee(s)/Legal heirfs) of the deceased member entitled 
for it and in any case within one month from the receipt 
of cliams coippl®tes in all respect.

ANNEXURE 

The following amendments to the provisions of the Unit 
Lin](ed InsUraflce Plan—1971 are approved at the executive 
committee meetiiig held on May 6, 1991. 

For the existing paragr^h 2 of the provisions of Unit 
Linked Insurance Plan—1971 shall be substituted by the 
follPwing : 

(1) (a) An individual who has completed 12 years of age 
but not 55 years and 6 months of age (under the 
10 year plan) and 50 years and 6 months of age 
(under the U year plan) as on the date on which 
his application is receiv^ by the Trust is eligible 
for participation in the plan. 

(b) In case of participation by an individual whose aae 
is less than 18 years, an application shall be made 
by his/her parent on behSf of the said minor 
individual. 

(c) Where such an application is made on behalf of 
the minor individual, these provisions pursuant to 
which he has been made a nuunber riudf be binding 
Qn the minor member. Till the minor member 
(Uttdni the ago of 18 years, the Trust shall direct 
all correspondeBoe to the parent of the minor. As 
tfao minor meniber attaimog the age of 18 years 
he shall be deemed fit to be paitioipating on his 
own and the Trust shah thereafter enter into all 
correspondence with him directly. 


(d) A pareni applying on behalf of the minor member 
individual can’t associate any second named persons 
in the application foim. 

te) On allaining Ihc age of 18 years the ininor shall 
be authorised to appoint a second named person to 
participate jointly in the plan with him and the 
provisions of the Plan hereunder relating to the 
member and joint participants shall apply accordingly. 

(2) In sub para (1) of paragraph 6 of the provisions of 
Unit Linked Insurance Plan—^1971 the figure ‘Rs. 30,000/- 
shail be substituted by the figure Rs, 60,000/-". 

(3) Sub para (3) of paragraph 6 of the provision* of 
Unit Linked In.surance Plan—1971 shall be substituted by 
the following ; 

The minimum target amount that can be availed of on 
an occasion shall be Rs. 6 000/-. Beyond that minimum the 
target amount can be availed of the multiples of Rs. 1,000/- 
in case of participation in 10 years plan and in multiples 
of Rs. 1,501)/- in case of participation in 15 years plan. 

(4) Sub para (4) of Parawaj^ 6 of th* provisions of 
Unit Linked Insurance Plan—1971 shall be substituted by the 
following ; 

The condition of minimum target amount of Rs. 6,000/- 
as mentioned in sub paragraph 3 Shall not be applicable — 

(a) In case a member is Blrea4y participated in 10 year 
plan for a target amount exceeding Rs. 54,000/- 
but not exceeding Rs, 59,000/- and wishes to reach 
the target amount of Rs. 60,00t)/- by availing of 
the balance; and 

(b) In case a member is already paiti^ipntisg in the 
15 year plan for a target amount asceedlng 
Rs. 54,000/- but not exceeding Rs. 58,500/- and 
wishes to reach the target amount of Rs. 60,000/- 
by availing of the balance.
